SCHOOLS IF "FLU" 
SHOWS INCREASE 

Superintendent Caplliiger nays City 
Schools Will Be Closed Voluntar- 
ily If It Is Seen Opening 
Causes Spread.

Prof. W. J. Caplinger today issued 
the following statement about the re- 
opening of the city schools after the 
lifting of the ban by the Health 
Board: 

"We were agreeably surprised at the 
large attendance of our schools at the 
opening Monday. When we made In- 
quiry we found that there were 201 
children In the city schools that stated 
that they had had the Influenza which 
was a Bmaller number than I had ex- 
pected. I am satisfied within my own 
mind that the 201 if changed at all. 
should be made smaller as a number 
of smaller children might think that 
they had the influenza and so answer 
but I do not understand why they 
would fail to report the information 
as they had had It unless some Tew 
might do that trying to avoid quaran- 
tine. I want to state to the parents 
that we are taking every precautfon 
that we know to safeguard the chil- 
dren under our care and are especial- 
ly anxious that parents do not send 
children to school If they have any 
symptoms of cold that may lead Into 
Influenza or If they have a case of it 
In their home because you will most 
assuredly be embarrassed by the child 
being sent home If we And out that 
these regulations given us by the 
Board of Health are not strictly ob- 
served. 

"Owing to such regulations we are 
not compelling pupils to nttend school, 
the only compulsion being in sendlm: 
some of the children home. It Is our 
intention of getting careful informa- 
tion each day from the teachers con- 
cerning the condition of the children 
and If we can conclude that the open- 
ing of schools has caused anv increase 
in the number of cases we prefer to 
close the schools even though they 
may not be forcibly closed by the 
Board of Health. We especially ask 
tb» parents to dress the children warm 
as we are keeping the temperature 
of the rooms down below the normal 
with plenty of fresh air. This Is the 
way It should be at all times but as n 
general concensus of medical opinion 
is unanimous in the virtue of a fresh 
air preventive, we hope to adhere 
strictly to this regulation."

TOBACCO GROWERS 
IN DARK DISTRICT 
REBEL AGAINST PRICE 

Farmers at Owensboro Not Satlslled 
With Low Prices Obtained Hold 
Indignation Meeting. 

Owensboro, Ky., December 2 — The 
expected happened at the opening of 
the tobacco market in Owensboro to- 
day. The prloes did not satisfy the 
farmers. The result was that several- 
hundred growers revolted, held a mass 
meeting and unanimously voted to 
take their tobacco back home, many 
of them having driven 30 miles. 

The greatest trouble prevailed at 
the opening sale at the new Daviess 
County Warehouse. When It was seen 
that the lower grades, that did not sell 
under $10 a hundred pounds laBt year, 
were going In Borne Instances as low 
at $4, Ben I-ott, of Hancock County, 
mounted a girder In the warehouse 
and urged the farmers not to allow 
their tobacco to be sacrificed at such 
low prlceB. 

At a meeting attended by at least 
500 farmers, Henry S. Berry told the 
farmers they were cowards If they did 
not stand for higher prices. A number 
of similar speeches were made. 

A motion was adopted that every 
farmer who had tobacco on the loose 
leaf floors take it back home. Com- 
mittees were appointed to meet In 
every community in the district on 
Thursday and appoint delegates to a 
meeting to be held in Owensboro Sat- 
urday, when plans for an organization 
wiif be discussed. 

At the warehouses In the western 
section of the city better feeling pre- 
vailed. At the Owensboro Warehouse 
300,190 pounds of dark tobacco sold at 
an average of $14.37. There were only 
five or six rejections by the farmers 
announced. LaBt year the average on 
the opening day was $16.69. In 1914 
it was $11.82, and in 1915 $4.63. It 
was admitted on every hand that a 
good lot of tobacco was offered toda^, 
but tobacco of a like quality brought 
higher prices last year.

The soldiers are standing today exactly where they stood when 
they censed firing at 11 o'clock Monday morning. The cannon are 
in *«hc same positions. The aircraft are "tgied up. ready iot a 
flight Everything is exactly as it Was when the hour armed to 
cease firing, and will so remain until the expiration of the arnnst.ce 
If . when the rime is u P , Germany has complied with all of the 
tertis Of the armistice, hostilities will he indefinitely suspended. Qer. 
mmy will then be in such shape that she will be harmless- she w 1 
be in such-position, if she ebmplies with the armistice, that she would 
be an easy prey. So we shall then agree with Germany upon he 
date of a peace conference, and proceed to do as we please in the 
meantime. We can move our troops wherever we want to move them, 
at the expiration of the armistice, but not before. So when the arm- 
istice has expired, we shall likely move our guns and troops to the 
Rhine, and man the forts Germany has turned over, and otherwise get 
into position to dominate the enemy completely. 

The peace conference will take place some time this winter. There 
will be no occasion to hasten it, since hostilities will have ceased, 
and since we will be doing as we please, any way. Representatives 
from all of the Allied nations will be on hand, and representatives 
from the Central Empires will also be present. It will be a big task 
o make the treaty of peace in that it will involve so many questions. 
But it will finally be made, and it will be signed. 

If Germany should refuse to sign the treaty she will be given so 
many hours to" reconsider. At the end of the perod named, if she 
does not agree to it, we shall continue the war upon her-and we 
would then have her at such disadvantage that it WOuldn t be much 
of a war But that is not contemplated. It about as certain as any- 
thing can be that Germany will comply with the terms of the armis- 
' tice, and that she will sign whatever treaty of peace is finally put up 
to her. To all intents and purposes the war is over; it is unthink- 
able that Germany will continue the struggle, or that She will allow 
us to fire upon her because of her failure to comply with our demands.

Hounds Like Home of These Fellows 
Resided Close to Home Folks 
Here— Home Ludicrous 
Appeals. 

With the passage ol u draft bill wid- 
ening the range of conscription activi- 
ties, local authorities were swamped 
pleas for exemption made before 
questionnaires had been sent. Many 
who had already been exempted from 
military service or placed in deferred 
classifications are seeking second ex- 
emption in the fear tmt previous im- 
munity will go by the board because 
of the new draft bill, says the New- 
York World. 

Some of the excuses to escape ser- 
vice are ludicrous. Others are path- 
etic. Most of them are ineffectual, for 
Draft Director Martin Conboy and his 
aids usually find that the Judgment 
of the local board was sound. 

Captain David Asche, Deputy Direc- 
tor, recounted to a reporter some of 
his experiences of the week at his of- 
fice at the Hall of Records. 

A man of 28, physically (It. was ac- 
cepted by Local Board No. 2. His ap- 
peal was turned down. Eventually he 
placed his case before Capt. Asche. 
who found these claims on the man's 
questionnaire: 

He sought Class 3B because of de- 
pendent aged parents. He asked for 
Class 3H on the ground that he In- 
tended to enter a necessary and essen- 
tial Government service. He wanted 
to be In 3K because he was a highly 
specialized expert in an essential in- 
dustry. He asked for additional class- 
ification in 3L on the ground that he 
was assistant to the associate man- 
ager of a necessary industry. Because 
of a wife and child, he wanted 4A 
tacked to his name. And he wound up 
declaring he ought to be in BH be- 
cause he was morally unfit to be a 
soldier. In addition, he said he be- 
longed to a sect of super-Quakers, 
which sect he himself had founded. As 



an after-thought he declared he had 
flat feet and stomach trouble. 

Ho listed more than twenty occupa- 
tions, saying he had worked at them 
for certain stated periods totaling 213 
yeifrs. Among the«e Jobs were ac- 
countant, blacksmith, bookkeeper, ma- 
chinist, engineer, typewriter, student, 
clerk, teacher, ship desicner, factory 
hand, foundry man, draughtsman, auto 
repairer, patternmaker ond painter. 

The Government decided that he 
would be a handy man toAave around, 
so he is now at enmn giving the army 
the boncfU of his multifold tralnlnps. 

One chap came In Monday and said 
he was suffering from an ailment that 
necessitated the use of a truss. The 
doctor ordered him to strip for ex- 
amination. When the youth dressed 
attain he forgot to replace the truss 
and started to walk away without it. 

Then he asserted he was an appli- 
cant for membership In the Quakers. 
He said he couldn't get In because 
there wrs a long waiting list. Next 
he declared that his grandmother was 
dependent on him. Inquiry at his 
house developed that the janitor had 
never seen anybody enter his room ex- 
cept a girl of 20. whom the janitor 
avowed "wasn't his grandma by no 
long shot." The authorities gave the 
man a ticket to camp. 

Still another, when arked whether 
he had anv dependents, answered: "I 
got lots people dependent on me for 
Christmas presents." 

One mother came to Captain Asche 
and asked for her boy's exemption so 
that he could join the navy. "I know 
he'll get a good bed in the navy," she 
explained. 

There came this letter from n na- 
tive of the Philippines: 

"I answered the questionairy book. 
Before I be call to the war 1 certainly 
gratefully attend at the instruction 
school. I preferred infantry to learn 
the theory' of tactic to be a good shoot- 
er at the front. 1 am willing to serve 
this country against German us well 
as country. Sir: If I go in the other 
side it seems to me I could kill ten of 
them German. Men is count some! I 



like to learn the theory of tactic like d „ 
a book. Sir: I thought If I die my- 
self in Bickness I would rather die In 
the war instead. I may kill a few- 
German over there then I can say I 
help some of my protective country." 

One of the cases was that of a man 
who wanted to get Into til!' ll'-iitlng 
and who wns a veteran. He was In 
England when the war started and 
fought for a time In Pfnnoe, Then he 
was sent to Itnlv in charge of an am- 
bulance unit. Returning to France, 
he joined the Korean Legion. Re -c;it- 
ly he returned to America on lenve 
and wus forced by his draft hoard to 
register. He sought exemption on the 
ground thai he v as < n his way back 
to fight. But It required miles of red 
tape to have his request granted. 

A well-known jockey asked defer- 
red classification because of a de- 
pendent wife and child, both of whom 
he brought with him as concrete evi- 
dence. But it was learned that the 
couple had permitted a woman to 
adopt the youngster, and had taken 
the child back for the purpose of pre- 
senting a claim for deferred classifi- 
cation. 

One man who was hauled up for 
falling to register was found to have 
been a member of the Ijtfayettc Esca- 
drllle, here on furlough because of Ill- 
ness.

SHORTAGE OF TEACHERS IN 
KENTUCKY IS ALARMING 

Agent of Eastern Normal School Here 
To 8ecure Co-operation of School 
People In Interesting Youth 
In Profession. 



Prof. I. H. Boothc of Richmond, Ky., 
representing the Eastern Kentucky 
State Normal School was In our midst 
today. His mission Is to secure the 
cooperation of all school people and 
all other parties interested in Educa- 
tion to check the tendency toward the 
alarming and increasingly critical sit- 
uation of a shortage of teachers. There 
are hundreds of children In Kentucky 
who Bhall suffer this year for lack of 
instruction. UnleBS something is done 
the future presents even a darker pic- 
ture. 

Prof. T. J. Coates, President of the 
school, has evolved a plan which 
seems feasible, practicable and based 
upon reason and common sense. It Is 
this: He says to the County and City 
Superintendents, "You know how 
many new teachers you need annually. 
Next year you will perhnps need more 
than heretofore. Now, you can not ex- 
pect to get flour from a mill unless 
you first send the grain, neither can 
you expect to receive teachers from a 
TeasherB' Training School until you 
have first sent a sufficient amount of 
proper material to the same. There- 
fore, send us the material and we shall 
send you back the teachers. You are 
the guardian of children In your coun- 
ty and city. Therefore the responsi- 
bility is on you. AVhat are you going 
to do about it? We believe that you 
will measure up to the imperative de- 
mands of the hour." 

This seems to be reasonable and the 
people of Kentucky will wait patiently 
to see large results.

1. Now that we have Inspected the 
captured defenses of the Hlndenbi rg 
Line, the magnitude of the task as- 
signed to the 106th Infantry In the at- 
tack of September 27th becomes even 
more apparent than It then appeared. 
On that occasion the 106th Ianfantry 
on a front of 4000 yards attacked the 
outer defense system composed of 
highly organized trenches with a maze 
of wire protection, based the three 
strong points of Quemenont Farm, 
Guillemont Farm and the Knoll, the 
whole defended by a vast number of 
machine guns and trench mortars, 
supported by artillery. 

2. Any impression made by attack 
upon these defenses would have been 
worthy of remark. That the 106th In- 
fantry, after most of the tanks had 
been nut out of action, broke through 
them and secured footings in the three 
strong points, thus disorganizing the 
enemy's defense, now seems an ex- 
traordinary feat. The valor of the of- 
ficers and men of the regiment is well 
indicated by the location of the bodies 
of their gallant comrades who fell in 
the battle and by the large number of 
enemy dead about them. 

3. It was undoubledlyjjie fierce at- 
tack of the 106th Infantry which shook 
the enemy's morale and made possible 
the subsequent attack of the remain- 
der of the Division.

CONTROL OF MEAT 
BY GOVERNMENT 
SEEN IN CHARGES 

Trade Boards Heport Expected to 
Force AcUon By V. N. Government. 



LEWIS ft. ANDERSON DIES AT 
WHEELING. W. VA. 



Washington, December 3 — Congres- 
sional action to control the meat pack- 
ers promised today to result from the 
Federal Commission's charges of ille- 
gal combination and price regulation 
in the trade. 

A conference of senators, including 
Kenyon of Iowa and Borah of Idaho, 
will be held soon to outline some 
course of action to correct evils the 
Trade Commission's two reports de- 
clare exist. 

The problem facing those who want 
action is how to retain the undoubted 
utility of the meat industry machin- 
ery without giving the firms mention- 
ed by the Trade Commission power ab- 
solutely to control meat, supplies and 
processes. 

The flat charge that the packers — 
Armour, Swift, Morris. Cudahy and 
Wilson— now exercise this power thru 
a sigantic and close combination, Is 
made by the commission in a report 
submitted to Congress yesterday. 

The Trade Commission's conclu- 
sions, as drawn from several hun- 
dred pages of evidence, are in the 
main: 

THAT the five companies have di- 
vided up the country for their oper- 
ations In such a way as to allow them 
to absolutely control both buying and 
selling prices. 

THAT the companies exchange con- 
fidential Information. 

THAT the companies act collusively 
In buying live stock and selling fresh 
meats. 

THAT Swift, Armour, Wilson and 
Morris have combined to control the 
South American cattle Market. 

THAT all contribute to a joint fund 
to swing public opinion. 

"Same old threadbare charges," said 
J. Ogden Armour, according to a des- 
patch today from Chicago. 

"I can only repeat that the charges 
are baseless. What I say can bo dem- 
onstrated readily by any unbiased a VI 
impartial investigation."
